-protection pursuant to Executive Order 11652 and under 
exemption (b)(3) of the Act as- information involving intelligence 
sources and methods which the Director of Central Intelligence 
has the responsibility to protect from unauthorized disclosure 
• under the National Security Act of 1947.
